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HOUSE JO NT RESOLUTI ON

WHEREAS, The quality and availability of drinking water
is a mtter of great inportance to the health, safety, and

wel fare of people throughout this State; and

WHEREAS, Despite the existence of nunerous federal and
State laws and regul ations to protect drinking water quality,
many people in Illinois, especially in small comunities and
rural areas, are forced to rely on inferior water supplies or
private wells that produce wunacceptably hard, snelly, or

cont am nated water; and

VWHEREAS, It has been a long tinme since a coordinated,
conprehensive review cf Illinois drinking water protection

needs has been undertaken; therefore be it

RESOLVED, BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE
NI NETY- SECOND GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ILLINO S, THE
SENATE CONCURRI NG HEREI' N, that a Task Force on Drinking Water
Quality is hereby created, to consist of 2 nenbers of the
House of Representatives appointed by the Speaker of the
House, 2 nenbers of the House of Representatives appointed by
the House Mnority Leader, 2 nenbers of the Senate appointed
by the President of the Senate, 2 nmenbers of the Senate
appoi nt ed by t he Senat e M nority Leader, and one

representative of each of the follow ng agencies, appointed

by their respective directors: the Illinois Environnental
Protection Agency, the Illinois Departnent of Public Health,
and the Illinois Departnent of Comerce and Community

Affairs; and be it further

RESCLVED, That the Task Force shall review and consider
the drinking water protection needs of people throughout
II'linois, especially in the smaller comunities and rural
areas of the State, and where appropriate shall attenpt to

devel op legislative proposals to address any drinking water
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quality problens that it may identify; and be it further

RESCLVED, That in the course of its duties the Task
Force my conduct public hearings or ot her nmeeti ngs
throughout the State and may request the assistance of any
appropriate federal, State, or |ocal governnental agency; and

be it further

RESCLVED, That in the course of its work the Task Force
may consider all problens and issues relating to drinking
water quality, regardless of whether the water is provided by
a public or private, community or non-conmunity water supply
or well, and including any related aquifer, reservoir, or

treatnment or distribution system and be it further

RESCLVED, That the Task Force shall report its findings,
proposal s, and reconmendat i ons to t he House of
Representatives and the Senate wthin 6 nonths after the
adoption of this resolution, and upon filing its report the

Task Force is abolished; and be it further

RESCLVED, That a copy of this resolution be delivered to
the Director of the Illinois Environnental Protection Agency,
the Director of Public Health, and the Director of Commerce

and Community Affairs.
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
